To the Editoy af The Chicage Tribune ; 

Cutcaco, Jan. 28.—In the discussion of the 
moral law, if I bave written strongly, it is be- 
cause I feel deepiy. Infidelity, as represented 
by the no-Sabbath doctrine, has in a great meas- 
ure broken the faith of the Church in Sabbath 
sacredness. A recent discussion by the Metbo- 
dist and Baptist ministers in Boston of the sev- 
enth-day question has added another triumph 
to no-lawism, in the general conclusion that 
there is no intripsic sacredness in any day. 
When men break away from the restraints of 
divine law, they care little for Church regulations 
and customs. The Antinomianism of John 
Agricola is fast taking the place of the orthodox 
doctrine, that under the Gospel the moral law 
is a rule of life, but not a meaos of salvation. 
That orthodox doctrine is yielding under the fail- 
ure of the Church to vindicate its Sabbath by 
The effort to recover from this 
dilemma by the assertion that Christ did away 
with the whole law, and re-enacted a part of it, 
might bea success if clearly proved. In this 
discussion we have shown the inevitable results 
of no-lawism. We have been told that the abro- 
gated law has been re-enacted, aod are still le“ 
without proof of either proposition. Such pro 
would be tome and vast multitudes an angel 
of mercy to lift the darkness that, as the night 
of the grave, rests upon the fatare of the Church 
under the reign of no-lawism.

WINGED WEALTH. 

Cuartes Dickens strung the story of 
‘‘ Bleak House” on the thread of the great 
‘chancery suit of Jarndyce vs. Jarndyce, in 
which the estate was so thoroughly put in 
chancery,” in prize-ring parlance, that it 
| finally vanished quite away, absorbed in legal 
fees, costs, etc. The lawyers laughed mer- 
rily over this humorous issue of years of 
weary waiting, of hopes and fears, and the 
beggared heirs went sadly away. Jarndyce 
vs. Jarndyce seta precedent that has been 
often followed since. When an estate is 


| stranded, like a great hulk, in a court-room, 


myriad barnacles fasten upon it, and it is 
fortunate if it ever gets afloat again. 
The legal records of the estate of 
the late M. O. Watxer, of this 
city, seem to show that the dead man’s lands 
and moneys are wasting away, quite in the 
Jarndyce fashion. When his will was filed in 
+ the County Court, June 1, 1874, it was sup- 
| posed to represent $1,000,000 of property. 
(It did, but it also represented half a million 
of debts, with interest and taxes accumulat- 
ing.) His twosons, who were given only $800 
a year apiece, unless the Trustees chose to in- 
. crease this to $5,000, naturally brought suit 
to break the will Then came more suits, 
and anon others, and then still others. The 
| heirs got counsel. The widow, who had been 
Mr. Wals housekeeper, and had married 
him just three weeks before his death while 
| he was on his sick bed, got counsel. The 
Trustees got counsel. Too many cooks 
‘spoiled the broth for the heirs by eating 
up what was left themselves. Outside 
| of attorney-fees, there were the percentages 
of the two Administrators whom the County 
Court appointed. The trial ended in a dis- 
agreement, and after that came a compro- 
mise, and the only persons who really gained 
anything by it were the members of the five 
| legal firms who had shared in the attack and 
defense. The present Administrator filed a 
report not long since, which was given in 
detail in Taz Trrsuns a fortnight ago. A 
cursory survey of the items would produce

A BLOW AT OUR OFFICIAL TOWN THIEVES. 
The Democratic Central Committee of 
‘Cook County have done a good thing in mak- 
ing an active movement to abolish the abom- 
inable township system in this city. This 
should have been done long ago; but better 
late than never. It should have been taken 
in hand by the Republican Central Com- 
mittee; but better “gifts from Greeks” than 
from nobody, no matter how stout our Trojan 
hearts may be. We trust that the blanks 
‘which have been prepared for signature will 
‘be promptly filled up by our citizens with- 
out regard to any partisan considerations. 
‘The law provides that, after a cer- 
tain number of signatures have been se- 
‘cured, a day shall be fixed upon 
which the question of abolishing the town- 
ship organization shall be submitted to popu- 
dar vote; We have a hybrid system here at 
present, inasmuch as we have both townships 
and a Board of County Commissioners. Other 
Sounties have either one or the other, not 
both. The framers of the new Constitution 
‘thought that they had abolished the town- 
ships here, and it is possible that the Supreme 
Court would so decide, inasmuch as there 
could be no tie with seven Judges. But the 
easiest way to settle the matter would be to 
vote on it. This is what the Democratic 
Committee wishes to bring about, and this is

CORRUPTION RUN RIOT. 

The Rev. Mr. WsLow, the Boston forger, 
appears to have been a very superior humor- 
ist. His humor was of a very grim descrip- 
tion; it involved_very di consequences 
to banks and to individuals ; it may not strike 
his victims as very enjoyable or genial; never- 
theless it was humor, carried to an extreme 
so far beyond the limits of trne humor that 
it has the same effect, just as heat and cold 
at their maximum of intensity produce the 
same sensation and cannot be distinguished 
the one from the other in their effects. An 
inquiry appeared in the Boston Herald re- 
cently, ‘‘After death, what?” To which 
Mr. Wiso replied through the columns of 
his paper, the Ves, We cannot answer the 
inquiry of our brother, the Herald, but we 
take the precaution to keep a valise full of thin 
clothing in close proximity to our sanctum.” 
The point to Mr. Wrnstow’s reply is more 
obvious when it is considered that a week 
before he decamped he purchased a 
quantity of thin clothing with regard to 
the emergencies of his case. When Mr. 
Winstow was making his preparations to 
leave, he consulted a lawyer to find out 
those countries where he would not be 
troubled with the operation of extradition 
treaties, because he wanted to write an arti- 
cle in his paper upon the wickedness of his 
fellow-forger, Ponp, of Worcester, who is 
now serving out aterm of fifteen years upon 
the first of thirty-three counts in his indict- 
ment, and who, if he serves out all his terms, 
will revisit Worcester in the year of our Lord 
2371. We have spoken of the grimness of 
Mr. Wiystow’s humor. MagpuHisTorHitzs 
himself, prating of virtue and goodness, and 
consoling the widow ScHWERDTLEIN upon | 
the death of her husband, was not grimmer | 
or more sardonic in his humor than 
Winstow, who on the Sunday prior to 
his departure delivered a sermon in the 
morning at Auburndale, the theme being the 
good that is to be found among men, the 
nobility of human nature, and the duty of 
men to their fellow-men; and in the after- 
noon addressed the children of the Sunday- 
school upon their duties to each other and to 
their Gop. Perhaps the finest stroke of his 
humor was his indorsement of a note of $700 
made by the forger Ponp in favor of SA 
pon, the victim of both ! 

There is a side to this business, however, 
which is not humoroys, when we pass over 
the detailed operations of WSL ow and his 
relations to individuals, and regard his opera- 
tions in their relation to society and to pub- 
lic sentiment. Massachusetts within a very 
short time has had the notoriety of contrib- 
uting to the annals of crime the rascalities of 
Poxp, the forger; Wrystow, the forger; 
Jackson, the defaulter; and the colos- 
gal robbery of the bank gt Northamp- 
ton. New Jersey contributes Mr. Eaatz, 
who has stolen $142,000 from a corpora- 
tion of which his father was Treasurer, 
and spent it in Wall street speculation; and 
Chicago adds young Burnuam to the list, 
with forgeries, the amount of which is not 
yet known,—perhaps $40,000. All of these 
operations were upon a mammoth scale, and 
the first three persons named were men who 
moved in the highest and best society, had 
filled offices of public trust, were prominent 
members of influential churches, and whose 
characters were supposed to be irreproach- 
able. It was a dreadful downfall in each case, 
and it must have been a dreadful shock to all 
people who believe in moral goodness, not 


to speak of religious influences and their po- | 


tency in restraining men and keeping them 
in the paths of virtue. Even worse than all 
this, such lapses as these in unexpected quar- 
ters must tend to weaken public confidence, 
to make men distrust each other, and to fur- 
nish scoffers and scorners with fresh argu- 
ments against the efficacy of the Church and 
the influence of religion. Their operations, 
however, are but the direct reflex of the ten- 
dency of the times and the natural outgrowth 
of the present condition of society, which are 
in no wise traceable to the influences of re- 
ligion or morality. They found their first 
impulse in the demoralization caused by the 
War, which was not singular in its effects, 
—all great wars leaving behind them the 
same demoralization of public sentiment. 
The War opened up new avenues 
of speculation, in which vulgar men grew 
suddenly rich, and thus induced multitudes 
of others to rush recklessly into them with 
only one idea—that of getting wealth, no mat- 
ter by what short-cuts or violations of the 
old-fashioned rules of honesty, thrift, and 
economy.. The standard of public morality 
was continually weakened. Such men as 
Im Fu and Jar Goto were considered 
smart in their operations. It was smart to 
swindle a corporation, smart to pack juries, 
smart to bribe Courts, smart to keep mis- 
tresses and live sumptuously and sensuously, 


and there were thousands of young men who | 


sought to emulate them and acquire wealth 
and notoriety by irregular and smart means. 
The corruption gradually spread from indi- 
viduals to corporations, and at last broke out 
in the political world, and men stole from each 
other, stole railroads, robbed banks, and 
plundered city, county, and State treasuries 
with impunity. Great rings sprang up, taxa- 
tion was increased, and private extravagance 
ran riot. The miserable Brzcure business 
was forced upon the public just in time to 
still further demoralize people and debauch 
public sentiment. The New York Hvensng 
Post in discuasing these forgeries points out 
another source of the prevalent i 
and shows that these men, Pond and Ws 
wow, have lived for years, like all the rest of 


go a lying and dishonest currency has 
dulled men’s perceptions to the worth and beauty of 
truth and honesty, When we shall again have dollars 
that are worth one dollar each: when we shall cease to 
Cireulate lies and to live upon falsehoods; when the 
National Government shall cease to set an example of 
faithlessne s in the emission of negotiable paper, our 
danger from the fall of such men.as Poxp and Wie 
Low will be less than it is now. 
There is great force and truth in this state- 
ment. And yet, the causes being clearly ap- 
parent, what is the remedy? Are we seek- 
ing any remedy? Are the churches and re- 
ligious newspapers doing their duty in the 
premises? Are the moralists suggesting any 
temedy? Or have all those whose duty it is 
to elevate public morality given up the case 
as hopeless? Corruption is everywhere, both 
public and private. It has even undermined 
the temple of justice itself, and soiled the 
of the church with its slimy fingers. 
No man can feel himself assured in his per- 
sonal or public rights. When juries are packed 
and Judges are corrupted, when City and 
Gounty Boards, and Legislatures, and even 
Gongressmen, have their prices; when 
Rings mercilessly bleed the people 
and heap illegal and extortionate taxes 
upon them; when political partisanship in- 
vades our highest courts and colors their de- 
cisions; when men of high position, who 
have reached the serene dignity of old age, 
are willing in one desperate moment to sacri- 
fice the honor, and character, and good name, 


| and influence which they have earned in a 


lifetime of toil,—have we not reached a con- 
dition that is fraught with dreadful danger to 
our form of government? Are we not rapid- 
ly approaching a period when we must choose 
between an iron code of law and revolution 
ag the alternative remedy ?

/ THE MAYORALTY. 

. The Supreme Court of Illinois has heard 
the application of the Citizens’ Association 
for a mandamus directing the Common Coun- 
cil to call a special election to fill the existing 
vacancy in the office of Mayor of Chicago. 
The Court has announced its inability to 
make a decision in the case. There being no 
decision in the matter, the whole business, 
law, and facts, remain in just the same con- 
22 in which they were before the applica- 

on for a mandamus was made. The law 
has received no judicial interpretation. 

Under these circumstarces, the Common 
Council becomes a judicial body, possessing 
the power to interpret the charter by order- 
ing an election, and leaving the Courts, in 
case of any controversy, to determine the 
question upon a new state of facts. 

In April, it is conceded by all, there must 
be an election for thirty-six Aldermen, to be 
elected in eighteen wards, if the city be re- 
districted, or by general ticket in case there 
be no new division of the city into wards. 
In addition, there are to be elected an Attor- 
ney, a Treasurer, and all other officers who 
have to be chosen by popular election. The 
Mayor denies the clear and obvious meaning 
of the law, and maintains that he is Mayor- 
elect until April, 1877. The result of this is 
that, though we have an entirely new divi- 
sion of the city into wards, with a reduced 
number of Aldermen, all to be elected, and an 
election for all the other city officers, the 
revolution is incomplete, because the Mayor, 
the Chief Executive, is not to be chosen. 

Now, the Common Council have the legis- 
lative power to declare thut a vacancy, with 
more than one year of the term unexpired, 
exists in the office of Mayor, and there- 
fore they can call a special election, to take 
place at the time of the regular election for 
other officers, to fill that vacancy. What pos- 
sible objection can there be to such an ar- 
rangement? It does not necessarily displace 
Mr. Cor vm, who can bea candidate at the. 
election, and who, if he have the support of 
the majority of the people, as he claims to 
have, will surely be re-elected. He certainly 
should not wish to retain the office against 
the popular will.. He certainly should not 
wish to retain it on pecuniary groynds, be- 
cause there are few honest men in the city 
experienced enough to act as Mayor who 
would accept it with its responsibilities for 
the legal compensation. He certainly does 
not wish to hold it while perhaps nine-tenths 
of the community regard him as no longer 
legally entitled to the office, and as a mere 
usurper. Indeed, the incumbent might well, 
under the circumstances, relieve the question 
of all doubt by resigning the office, and allow- 
ing the new charter to take equal effect in all 
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| branches of the City Government. 
Mx. Corvin was elected Mayor of Chicago 
in November, 1873, for the term of two 


years. That term has long since expired. 
He is therefore in office without having been 
elected by the people. An election for all 
the other city offices takes place in April, and 
we should suppose that the Acting-Mayor 
would rejoice in the opportunity offered him 
to let the people by their votes either re-elect 
him or elect some other person, if so disposed. 
But, whatever may be the feelings of the 
Mayor on the subject, the duty of the Com- 
mon Council is a clear one. They should call 
the election, let the people express their 
wishes at the polls, and leave any controversy 
that may arise to be settled by the Courts. 

THE LOT OF THE LAWYER. 

The records of our colleges show that a 
very large proportion of their graduates 
study law. Three-fourths of the class of 
1870 at Yale did so. This was perhaps an ex- 
tréme case, but the percentage is always a 
surprising one. Even after the necessary 
‘deductions have been made for the men who 
study with no idea of subsequent practice, 
and for those who enter the profession 
merely as a stepping-stone to politics, loan 
business, etc., the number of actual lawyers 
is still very great. Yet, of all professions, it 
offers perhaps the least opportunity for en- 
during fame. The statement may surprise 
somebody, but that somebody can find 
few facts with which to combat it. 
‘Wil he try to name half a dozen, 
three, two, eminent lawyers, whose fame, as 
such, has lasted a century? Even if he is a 
lawyer himself, he will be troubled to do it. 
It is true that few, very few, men, acquire 
in any pursuit such a fame, but yet many 
men are honorably remembered in their own 
professions, even when forgotten outside of 
thém. Ministers remember divines ; doctors, 
physicians ; actors, novelists, historians, poeta, 
painters, and journalists, all remember 
men of, their respective professions. Law- 
vers do not remember lawyers. Those 
of the profession who gain somewhat of im- 
mortality do so by virtue of being Judges, 
statesmen, authors, and artists. EI Dom is 
an example of the first class, Wrnerrn 
of the second, Coxe, Biacxstonz, Kerr, and 
Sronr of the third, while Bacon belongs to all 
three. Ensxrvz is almost the only example 
of an enduring fame won by an advocate; and 
how miany Americans, or, for that matter, 
Englishmen, know who Ran was? Oc-

the man who argued it. But this is dubious 
after all. How much of a figure does WX. 
eres, the winner of any case, make against 
the horizon of the infinite past in comparison 
with Wxrssresz, the Senator, replyingto Harun 
or the Constitution? Take one 
of the greatest of celebrated cases,—the trial 
of Queen Canotms: who can give the names 
of the great lawyers who plead for the in- 
jured Queen ? 

There are three main reasons for this curi- 
ous state of affairs. First, the ablest lawyer 
does not originate. He creates nothing, and 
creation is what the world remembers, 
whether it be the act of God or genius. He 
is obliged to confine himself to precedents,— 
to simply apply out- and - dried rules to a new 
set of circumstances or to the repetition of 
an old set. This is so true that the rigidity 
of the law is becoming a serious difficulty. 
The transcendent authority of chancery no 
longer exists. Equity and Common-Law 
Conrts are equally fettered by precedents. 
The fact is fatal to any effort at creative 
originality. In the second place, nearly all a 
lawyer's time is spent on matters of merely 
passing interest, and often of the most con- 
temptible nature. It makes no difference tothe 
world or the nation, except in indirect and 
hidden ways, whether Burr or Jonzs gains 
case No. 20,513 on the docket, and hence no- 
body but the persons directly concerned pays 
any heed to the almost matchless genius and 
learning that may be lavished on Smrru's 
complaint or Jowzs’ defense. Thirdly, there 
is a certain prejudiced popular feeling for the 
legal profession, which crops out continually 
in books, newspapers, and conversation. The 
moral tone and standard of honor of the legal 
guild is considered to be much lower than it 
really is, and this prevents, to some degree, 
the recognition of its great men. 

For reasons such as these, the fate of the 
lawyer is oblivion. The successful author, 
artist, poet, romancer, inventor, discoverer, 
statesman, soldier, founder of a sect,—these 
men monopolize the names that are not born 
to die. ~ 
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THE PAUPER PROBLEM. 

The English authorities have lately issued 
a Blue Book of 500 pages, containing reports 
on pauperism in nearly every European 
country. The information given is valuable. 
It offers cumulative proof of the doctrine so 
often asserted by Tux Tumor, that the 
methods of caring for the poor in vogue in 
this country are not calculated to prevent 
pauperism, but to increase it. Our charity 
breeds beggars faster than it can feed them. 
It is based on the fundamental error that a 
needy person has a „right to relief at the 
public expense. This is the doctrine of 
the Communists of England, and it has 
been that of Russia, Denmark, and 
Sweden. There are no sufficient details 
from Russia, but the reports on Denmark 
and Sweden are full. In 1867 the former Gov- 
ernment recognized this right of relief and 
proceeded to take care of its paupers. The 
latter at once sprang up like mushrooms. 
The formation of mutual-benefit clubs among 
the poor almost ceased. Co-operative in- 
dustry received a great check. Self-help was 
despised when State-help was so easy to get. 
The sentiment of manliness died away. At 
present the Danes are energetically demand- 
ing the destruction of the whole system. 
Sweden suffered in the same way until 1871, 
when a radical reform limited the right of re- 
lief to the sick; absolutely forbade aid to the 
able-bodied ; gave the guardians of the poor 
a right to control the labor and property of 
every recipient of relief, until the amount ex- 
pended on him had been refunded ; and made 
employers liable for the support of their em- 
ployes. This last provision—a somewhat 
dubious one—is intended to prevent the abuse 
that has been common in both England and 
Sweden, where masters have had their men 
put on the poor-list and have then subtract- 
ed from their wages the amount of money 
paid them by the guardians, This is tanta- 
mount to giving relief to the mas- 
ers themselves, so that some of the 
wealthiest men in the two countries 
have practically become willful paupers. 
Norway admitted, by a law of 1845, the right 
to relief, and pauperism at once increased at 
an alarming rate. In 1863 the right was re- 
stricted to orphans and lunatics, and the 
thousands of able-bodied Norwegians who had 
been living on the national bounty went to 
work for themselves, and have since earned 
their own living, as they would have done all 
the while had they not been demoralized by 


the pauperizing law. 

France has an organized system of charity, 
supported mainly by private contributions 
and endowments, but under the supervision 
of the State. The system of inspection is 
good, but the very poor are relieved too gen- 
erously,and pauperism is consequently in- 
creasing, in obedience to the inevitable rule. 
The report on France gives the following 
curious bit of history : 

The successive Governments ef the Great Revolu- 
tion, having announced that the relief of the poor was 
a national debt, ordered the formation of a book of 
national charity, in which was to be inscribed the 
name of every destitute person, who was henceforth 
to receive a pension varying from 12) to 160 francs- 
To aid the exchequer, the property of all the loca; 
charities was confiscated. But it was found that the 
State could not carry out the task. The paupers in- 
creased in number to such an extent that, had the sys- 
tem remained unaltered, the whole of the yearly reve- 
nues of France would have been absorbed in the de- 
mands of the poor. Under these circugastances . . 
the theory of the right of the pauper to relief was 
quietly ignored. 

Belgium extends aid to anybody who 
chooses to ask for it. As a result, 40 per 
cent of the working classes are paupers. 
It is also found that in every instance pan- 
perism increases in proportion to the funds 
provided for its relief, and that the richest 
provinces are those which have the largest 
number of paupers.” 

Italy has a vast number of charitable in- 
stitutions, which produce beggars at a fright- 
ful rate. M. Fao, an authority on pauper- 
ism, says that these charities are 
for Italian mendicity, and that the stock-in. 
trade of his country’s paupers consigts “of 
lies, romances, tears, and sores.”

To the Editor of The Chicage Tribune : i

The Radical Club---An Essay on 
Don Quixote. 


The Quixotes of To-Day Discussed 
A Lively Talk. 


A Palpable Hit at the Beecher and Til- 
ton Scandal Jury. 


Col, Higginson Draws His Sword Against 


Tragedy—An Onslaught upon Him 
from All the Lions, 


From Our Own Correspondent, 

Bosrox, Jan. 27.—The Radical Club—it is of 
no use, the old name will stick, in epite of reso- 
lutions, and formal announcements, and the 
best iotentions—held one of ite spicieet meet- 
ings at the January session on Monday. Prof. 
Everett, of Harvard, read an essay on Cervantes’ 
Don Quixote, and John Weiss, and David Was- 
son, and James Freeman Clarke, and Samuel 
Longfellow. and Dr. Bartol, aod Col. Higgin- 
son, were in the front seats as listeners. Of 
course, with this group, might be expected s 
lively discussion, and the expectation was re- 
alized, and was, in fact, the best part of 
tne morning. Mr. Everett's presenta- 
tion of the character of the Knight 
of La Mancha was clear end appre- 
ciative, combining, as it did, the recognition of 
Cervantes’ skill and intention with the living 
force aod truth which resulted from this iuteu- 
tion. Giving a brief account of the life of Cer- 
vantes, he showed us where bis keenly hamorous 
sense united with his poetical genius to paint a 
picture which should stand to the world for all 
time as an exponent of enthusiasm, as it is re- 
garded by the commonplace; conservative world. 
Aman of narrower nature than Cervantes, he 
said, might have hated his age and time, or, if a 
religious man in the sense that religion was 
meant then, he might have abandoned himself 
te devotional fervor; but Cervantes, with his 
bumor, saw the ridiculous mde of things, and 
fell inte 

A FIT OF LAUGHTER, 

in which the whole world was forced to join. It 
1s true that in the midst of this laughter Cer- 
vantes is accused of having destroyed the digni- 
ty and chivalrous feeling of his nation, It is 
true that while he is the greatest of ber poets, 
he 18 also her last, for, with Don Quixote, Span- 
ish literature died out. But this was not Cer- 
vantes’ fault. It was once thought that the 
woodpecker killed trees because men noticed 
that the trees he tapped soon after died, but we 
now know that these trees were already rotten. 
Aod this wae the case 5 The essayist 
pictures the scene in which n Quixote mis- 
takes the recognition «bich he owes to the label 
fastened to his back for the result of his wide 
reputation. So to-day the good knight's dream 
has become reality, also his portrait, as he looked 
arrayed in battered or, helmeted with a bar- 
ber’s basin, mousted on Rosinante, yet bearing 
himself with lofty enthusiasm, would be known 
1 This is the prerogative of genius. 
it is crowned king of the world; coin from its 
mint, bearing its stamp, circulates everywhere, 
and we, seeing its image and seeing its super- 
scription, kaow that it is issued by Cesar. Cer- 
vantes in bis great laugh bad included appar- 
entiy the bess things as well as the worst, and 
bad thus made the essence of chivairy to seem 
as ludicrous ashe strove to make the forms. 

But the institution or essence of chivairy was 
not ridiculous; it was worthy of all honor, if 
not of reverence. Chivalry and its ent ab- 
surdities sprang up in the oid feudal days, but 
the essayist protested in ascribing the errors of 
feudalism to chivalry. An age like the present, 
he said, which carefally removes every element 
of intelligence from a jury trial, bas not mach 
to say concerning another which believed in the 
trial by combat. For who is there. he went on 
but must admit that in the famous Brooklyn 
suit the jury were far from being the peers in 
any way of 

BEECHER OR TILTON. 

With this little aside as an arrow of defense 
for the days of chivalry, Mr..Everett went on 
to deſide his idea of Quixotism which was the 
absorbtion of a mind in one idea which went be- 
yond or apart from ordinary conceptions, at or- 
dinary moments. Lovers, be declared, were 
Quixotes. In & commonplace maiden tbey 
would see angelie qualities; and the common- 
place maiden saws heroin s very faulty and 

ic youth. It was the old story of the 
ight of La Mancha. Still, though we laugh at 
love, there is no creature on earth that might 
not look poble to us had we love's insight upon 
that point. He whois intoxicated with one 
glowing thought upon one subject is no longer 
an individual, but nas entered upon immortality. 
Ia conclusion, he said that he aleo is Quixotic 
who fights againet the truth, and the Devil 
therefore may be calied the greatest Quixote. 
COL. HIGGINBON, 
at this conclusion. started the ball oF discussion 
by saying thathe must protest against giving 
the word Quixotic to the Conservatives, as Mr. 
Everett defined them im bis last statement. He 
thought Slowzolic would suit them better. 

Mrs. Cheney said in relation to Mr. Everett's 
declaration that lovers were laughed at, that it 
was tender laughter. Dr. Bartol said he could 
not langh at them in any way. Mr. Wasson was 
sure that Don Qu.xote was ridiculous to nobody 
but his fool.

CIVING BAIL. 

THE DISTILLERS PRODUCE THEIR SURETIES. 

The expectation that the distillers indicted 
Thursday would offer bail yesterday morning, 
and that there might possibly be motions and 
arguments for reduction in the amount of bail 
asked, drew quite a poucourse of people to Judge 
Blodgett’s Court- room. The hope that some- 
thing of interest would turn up was not realized, 
for the process of joffering bail was expedited 
with scarcely any argument. Still the crowd re- 
mained while the dry formula was gone through 
witb, determined to make the best of a bad job. 


1 NELRE. 
When the court opened at 10 o’clock the affi- 
davit of Louis W. Nelke, an indicted Gauger, 
was read. This document asked for a reduction 
of bail from $7,000 go $1,000, on the ground that 
Nelke’s character bad not hitherto been aspersed ; 
and furthermore, that, while he had been aware 
of his indictment since November, he had not 
made avy effort to escape. After a brief bear- 
ing, the amount of bail was reduced to $2,500. 
THE CASES GF INDICTED DISTILLERS 

were next considered, the first to offer bonds 
being the proprietors of the South Branch Dis- 
tillexy, Messrs. Powell, Haas & Bauer. Their 
bond was in the sum of $5,000 each, and their 
securities were Apson H. Buck and Joseph 
Leach.

P. Rend, the coal-dealer, and the matter was

THEIR EFFORTS TO NEGOTIATE WITH THE GOVEBN-

It was stated in Tux Tarsunz a few days ago 
that the members of the two classes of distillers, 
known respectively as the first aud second 
batches, were enjoying the most satisfactory 
of reunions in the classic shades of the Tivoli, 
that the entente cordiale had been completely re- 
stored, and that they were putting their heads 
together in the formation of a scheme to get 
even with the Government.” The plans formed 
were at that time somewhat crude and immature, 
the only definite purpose being to leasen the 
weight of the Government's testimony against 
them by some mieans or other.

At any rate, they engaged an attorney in this 
city to go to Washington and place the 
matter before the Tréasury Department, with 
instructions to the attorney to get the best 
terms for them that were possible. Tie attor- 
ney went, obeyed his instructions as far as in 
bim lay, and returned—without haviog accom- 
plished the object of his pilgrimage, or having 
even met with the least encouragemeut from 
the Government oflicers. 

THE NATURAL CONCLUSION 
is, that the second batch had nothinz to tell 
which the Government did not already know. 
The former plan of depending upon the first 
batch to tell a weak story is, perhaps. frustrated. 
for they have in the meantinie been before the 
Grand Jury, and their testimony before that 
body has been preserved, and will be compared 
with their evidence on the trial, when the dis- 
crepancies, if any occur, will be noted. It is not 
probable that the first batch omitted anything in 
their testimony before the Grand Jury that would 
leave the Government with a poorcase on its 
hands against the second batch. The latter have 
now been indicted, and the Government pro- 
fesses,to have a clear case against them. 

Lhe distillers pow anxiously ask each other 

““ WHAT NEXT?” 

There appears no solution to the puzzle which 
is at all satisfactory to their minds. It was prob- 
ably their iuteution to lug in the name of II. H. 
Shufeldt & Co. in connection with crooked mat- 
tere which principaliy induced them to send an 
attorney to Washington. But that was entirely 
unnecessary. The Government already has evi- 
dence against this bouse in the testimony of 
Gaugers Beecher and Phelps, who swore be- 
fore the Grand Jury to baving been paid sums of 
money at regularly recurring dates by the house 
in question. There is also evidence against 
Shufeldt & Co. of a documentary nature sbow- 
ing that they filled ap barrels after 
they were gauged. The evidence, altogether, is 
quite sufficient without anything additional 
fromthe distillers, and it is not probable that 
their knowledge in this particular amounts to 
much anyway, for the simple reason that Shu- 
feldt was not in the Ring, and. if be was guilty 
of crookedness, did not take anybody into his 
confidence.

CLOcING ARGUMENTS, 

Sr. Louis, Jan. 29.—All the approaches to the 
United States Circuit Court-room were thronged 
this morning in anticipation of the argument of 
Dan W. Voorhees in closing the defense of Will- 
iam McKee for alleged complicity in the whisky 
fraude, ‘The doors were opened at 10 o'clock, 
and a limited number were admitted, after which 
the crowd pressed ggainst the door hour after 
hour, catching the drift of the address through 
an open transom. | 

Mr. Voorhees poured out his invective upon 

the accomplices who had sworn for the Govern- 
ment, aod then compared with them the defend- 
ant, a resident of St. Louis for thirty-four years, 
whose character had been unsuillied upto the 
time of this charge. The jurors, he said, might 
have frequently gat in jury and in criminal 
cases in their own counties, but they bad never 
been called upon to try aman of such towering 
character as McKee. He hada public life as a 
pure exponent of party and social principles, and 
iu the hour of his trouble, great men and the 
honorable men of the couvtry had gathered 
around and upheld him. If sa man like he was 
to be hounded te death for «a an- 
viction,—it would be @vem worse than 
death to the defendant—by perjuared scoundrels, 
theves and suborners of perjury, then what 
is a life of rectitude worth? A charge of con- 
spiracy when sustained by men who have turned 
State’s evidence, as it is called, is one of the 
most dangerous charges that can be brought 
against a man, and some of the noblest and best 
heads of Old England fell upon the block asa 
result of such testimouy. So fully alive to the 
danger did England finally become, that for a 
h uudred years not one man has suffered cou vie- 
tion by such means. If you allow dishonest 
men to tell their infamous stories, and at the 
same time close the mouth of the honest citizen 
whom they prosecute, and it you give credence 
to their uocorroborated testimony, then we will 
have the strange spectacle, not of honest men 
prosecuting the lawiess, but of rogues and thieves 
prosecuting good citizens. Whea a man has 
committed d every changing of the 
moon, how can it be told where his hes end and 
the truth begins? It is deplorable that such wit- 
nesses as those produced should come torward 
as representing the Government. God forbid 
that the Government is in any need of such rep- 
resentation. A maiority of our 40,000,000 of 
people are honest, and it is an outrage that their 
best Government should come into court with 
tbieves and perjurers on the right, on the left, 
aod behind it, to prosecute one of its citizens. 
If McKee could go upon the stand and deny the 
statements of these scoundrels, which story 
would be entitled to belief—theirs or bis? But 
under the impolicy of the law be is not permit- 
ted to do that. It was a cause for 
congratulation that a Congressional Committee 
is pow consideripg favorably a bill which will 
permit an honest man to go upon the stand aud 
contradict the perjuries of men who have con- 
spired to ruin bim McKee's own denial was 
more than the oathsof a thousand perjurers, 
and tbe jury had no right to destroy bis life on 
such uncorroborated testimony. The only log- 
cal construction of Col. Dyer’s own argument 
was that the testimony of his own witnesses 
should not be credited by any jury, and that it 
was an iusult to ask a conviction of even a dog 
upon such testimony. ‘here is no testimony in 
this case to warrant the blotting out of a life, 
and if the jury decide that there is, every man’s 
household is at the mercy of villains, and the 
jury is but a weapon as against houest men. 
Ihe speaker then took up each witness ip 
turn, analyzed his testimony, and poured forth 
such a stream of denunciation and invecnve 
against each as had never been heard here be- 
fore perhaps. No words were too bitter, no epi- 
thets too opprobrious, to hurl or cast upon the 
conspirators who, be said, had not only cheated, 
robbed, and defranded the Government, but 
attempted to drag a pure and honest mau down 
to their own level. If the Governmeut has to 
found its justice on men of this class, then its 
sky is gloomy indeed, more gloomy than the 
speaker bad ever regarded it in its darkest day.

BAYARD TAYLOR, 

His Lecture on Literature as an 
Art.“ 

Literature, according to Mr. Bayard Taylor, is 
ap art, and few are they who are qualified to be- 
come authors. Whoever may differ with Mr. 
Taylor as to his first proposition, certainly no 
one is prepared to deny that he is qualified by 
nature and education to discuss literature from 
this standpoint. The audience which greeted 
him last evening at tha Union Park Congrega- 
tional Church, though not large, was evidently 
composed of intelligent, thinking people, as was 
shown by t he close attention paid to the speaker 
throughout the entire lecture. 
In beginning, Mr. Taylor said that there wero 
times for diversion and indulgence in all kiuds 
of pleasure, but there were also times when 
laughter failed to cheer, and when men sought 
that employment which should most instruct 
and elevate their minds. If the present was not 
ove of the last-mentioned epochs, then he mis- 
took all the signs and tokens. It was simplya 
mauvifeetation of natural law that people should 
seek exercise and change. The more tensely the 
string was drawn, the more it would rebound. 
People had of late years found delight in com- 
positions, the fun of which was of the grotesque 
order, such as the letters of Nasby, the articles of 
Artemus Ward, etc. The number of persons who 
readthe best authors was larger in 1860 than now. 
This, however, must not be attributed to any 
mental deterioration of the race. It should be 
remembered that since then a whole genera- 
tion had gone to battle, andin the sharper ex- 
citements of war, had lost the taste for the re- 
finements of literature. During the past five 
years had been seen, as never before, the rise of 
a popular taste for the poorest class of all liter- 
ary effort. This taste has found ite highest ex- 
ponent in Bret Harte, in whose writings bumor 
rested on ite true foundation—pathos. Other 
authors dealt in the comic alone, as witness Mark 
Twain, who seidom failed to provoke laughter. 
Lowest of all wastbe newspaper jester, who 
ransacked the holiest and most sacred subjects 
to find a theme for his absurdities. He seized 
upon evorything, from the transit of Venus to 
the overturning of a cart, to add to his frail 
reputation and to increase the vitiated relish of 
bis readers. The times of suffering and death 
were turned into ludicrous situations, and he 
chuckled at the misfortunes that brought sor- 
row into the household. 

But the injury done by this class of writers 
was in inverse 8 to its success. If 
it were not © mind tired of 
this unnatural picturing, would be no 6nd 
te it. There was, fortunately, a large and in- 
creasing number who were willing to change to 
sober themes, and to listen te words that are 
destined to live more than an ephemeral exist- 


ence. 
The speaker, in discussing the question before 
him, wonld select only those instances which 
were readiest to hand and easiest understood. 
In comparing England with America, what 
were the chief points of difference? In En- 
and there was found 2 precision running into 
ormality. Here there was a looseness tending 
to vulgarity. The English writer paused be- 
fore attempting a difficult subject. Tne American 
bad an excessive readiness in writing upon any 
theme. Yet the mjury of the latter system was 
not permanent. The careless habit of orators 
in making their bombastic ungrammatical stump 
speeches wherein was 
God's great gift of speech abused, 
had a singularly slight effect upon the vast in- 
difference of the public. If an Athenian orator 
were to make an error in pronunciation, the 
whole audience would rise up against him. Let 
how frequeatly were gross errors made by our 
public speakers. Many a speaker had spoken 
of ** goverment” instead of government,“ and 
made a thousand hke mistakes. Perhaps not 
more than one speaker in ten pronounced the 
small letters in bis words. Even in New En- 
gland it was not uncommon to bear persons talk- 
9 the “‘issoo of a noospaper.” 
ut it was of speech asthe bodyof thought 
that the lecturer intended to discuss. A man 
who wrote had not the temptation to wander off 
from his subject that a speaker had. Yet, 
though ordinary writing was comparatively 
easy, it was hard for aman to produce logical 
brillant writing. Prolixity was one of the, 
greatest of evils, and the excellence of works 
of fiction was geaerally in inverse proportion to 
their length. French novels were frequently in 
three to nine volumes, while those of Japan 
contained as many aé 146. People were all 
too much touched with the form of thought,— 
too much boundiess prairie and boundless sea. 
Yet Abraham Lincoln, who said that it would be 
resumption in him to claim a knowledge of th 
English language, wrote op a single page o 
fooiscap his memorable speech at Gettysburg. 
Teuier, the Swedish poet, said: The obscurely 
uttered is obscurely thought. 
Toe first law of utterance was intelligent, co- 
herevt thought, and that must be acquired by 
constant effort. Literature had an exact like- 
ness to all kindred arta. A speaker or writer 
must study words, as the painter 
studies form. The loftiest expression 
of thought required the hardest work. 
What young man, having merely a natural liking 
for painting, would dare to take un a pallet, aud 
expect that bis production would be accepted by 
the Academy? What young lady, without know- 
ing music, would attempt to act a6 piaaist at a 
public coucert? Yet, when one came to litera- 
ture, one found a general idea prevailing that 
any one could enter the field successfully. A 
young lady of naturally warm impulses confided 


far astray. Take Dante's Divina Comnedia,” 
Milton's Paradise Lost,” or any other great 
work. Ons of the best known instances was the 
poem on she * Burial of sir John Moore,” bo- 
ginning:

words. And how majestic and complete was the 
ending! : 
Wo carved not 
But we left him —— teat fre — 1 ce 


: pped in order to give 
unity to the whole thonght. Schiller, 
yron, Goethe, and many others, were willing to 
throw away stanzae whenever occasion demand- 
The writer or speaker who was able to fix 
bis goal would have no difficulty in keeping on 
the right track. It was not having this goal that 
destroyed the excellence of many orations. 

Speaking of the music of sounds, the lecturer 
said that the English language was richer thao 
any other, so that the simple sounds of words 
wers often stronger than the meaning of the 
words themselves. Tennyson, Collins, and oth- 
ers understood this, and profited by it. Byrons 
Destruction of Senacherif” contained but 
twenty-four lines, yet there was a grandeur in 
its rhythm that was difficult to explain. The 
effect was produced in a great measure by the 
placing of the worde so that the accent should 
fall upon Jong syllables, and in no two lines at 
the same place. 

Every law applying to poetry held good with 
prose. The simplest form of exoression re- 
quired a certain amount of arrangement. De- 
acriptive writing was commonly supposed to be 
easy. A person viewed @ landscape. and then 
told what he had seen. Yet how diffieuit to find 
the words which should place the picture truly 
before the reader. 

The finer features of literary art might be 
illustrated without limit. They were all devices 
which could be used, but required great practice, 
Lovelace said, I could not love thee half so 
much, loved I not bonor more.” 

Yet this kind of writing often led to great 
— as ina stanza of Chivers, which 
read: 

Like cataracts of ada mant uplifted into mountains, 
ang . metropolitan for the splendor of the 
wh, : 


literature as an art was to degrade it. Not at 
all. Every author learned that the moments of 
his greatest excitement were pot those when 
he did his best work. Mau mustexalt himself 
by toil and pain no less than by his genius. The 
speaker coaid remember the time when no name 
was so common in newspapers as that of Martiu 
Farquhar Tapper, and on the appear- 
ance of the works of Alexander Smith 
it was enthusiastically said that another Shak- 
speare had arisen. In these daysof wavering 
faith and loose principles men had need of great- 
er activity and industry. So let young men and 
women not despair at the apparent success of 
mediocrity, but put themseives to the task, and 
view literature not as au easy stepping-stone to 
fame, butan art which deserved the highest 
cultivation.

ALL PRISON-PENS NOT ALIKE. 

There wae quite @ contrast in the different 
prisons, Some were better adapted to the nse 
‘they were appropriated to than others. The 
_prisons of Richmond were ordinary business 
buildings, and more agreeable than some others 
rom the fact that the men were not exposed to 
he storms and cold, and, I may say, 
ibe rations which were issued in Rich- 
mond were far superior to those received 
st Andersonville, Belle Isle, Millen, or 
any of the other prisons.

To the Edwor of The Chicago Tribune: 1 

Cuicaeo, Jan. 28.—In view of the recent strict- 
ures upon American institutions indulged in by 
the German press in Germany, provoked by the 
dynamite horror, which were, in substance, that 
licentious fiendishness was a natural outgrowth 
of the American mode of government, it may be 
well to point out a few interesting facts which 
have not, probably, come to the notice even of 
most Americans, and of which Germans in Ger- 
many (and im America too, for that matter) seem 
totally oblivious. 

We have the reputation in Germany of being 
a murderous race. German tourists about to 
visit this country arm themselves to the teeth, 
and their relatives at home see them depart with 
as much anxiety as if they were bound 
for the interior of Africa. Perhaps this is large- 
ly owing to the ignorance of American political 
geography prevalent on the European continent, 
by no means least among the Germans. To them 
generally there is no frontier, no division of 
States and Territories—simply America. If the 
cable announces that there been an Indian 
revolt in America,” they are as likely to pict- 
ure it to themselves as raging in the neigbbor- 
hood of New York, St. Louis, or Chicago, as any- 
where else. They hear that another entire fam- 
re m „in America,” 
whereupon they lift their bands in horror, aud 
marvel; but it seldom, if ever, occurs to them 
to inquire in what part of America the murder 
was.commit what was the nationality of 
the murderer. Now, itis a curious fact that a ange 
majority of all those brutal murders which do 
so much toward giving our countrv a bad name 
abroad are committed by people of foreign birth, 
and many of them by Germans of low origin: 
and I wish to be clearly understood as not saying 
this in any spirit of unfriendliness toward . 
man citizens generally.

While I os the honest 
critic, I despise the noisy croaker whose time is 
spent in complaining of things to change which 
he is not willing to devotean hour. Sacha 
biped, and there are many, not only deserves the 
infliction of the swag-gatherer’s lash, now so 
vigorously applied in their city, county, and 
State, but, in addition to the above affliction,

It isof the 
latter I propose to speak as one, if not the prin- 
cipal, cause of the present condition of things. 
Is it not true that there are men holding high 
officias inate positions in our State 
and Municipal Governments who would not be 
accepted as associates of any respectable man 
outside of the political cesspool in which they 
wallow? Itis not my purpose to make these 
criticiems without offering a remedy, for to do

For failing 
to do so, he shall for the first offense be fined a 
sum not less than $100 and stand committed to 
the County Jail until paid. For the second 
offense he shall be debarred forever the privilege 
of exercising the elective franchise, all courts of 
record to have jurisdiction to inquire into and 
determine the guilt or innocence of the accused. 
The above is the substance of the first step to 
be taken for the future safety of the Repubiid. 

After the voter shall have obtained his certifi- 
cate from the Board of Registers, he shall be 
compelled to vote at every election, and for a 
failure so to do should for the first offense be 
subject to a heavy fine and imprisonment, and 
for the second offense be forever debarred 
from voting or holding office. One- 
half of the e should go to 
the informer and the other half to the support 
of the public schools. It should be further pro- 
vided for a special oath to be administered to 
the judges of all elections to inquire into the 
fact if anv voter has failed to vote. 

I would Also ask the Legislature to pass a law 
to punish drunkenness as a public crime, es 
cially when indulged in by public officers, the 
substance of which law would be that any officer 
- who shall have been elected or appointed, who 

shall, while holding such office, become intoxi- 
cated, shall, on conviction thereof, be dismissed 
from the office to which he was elected or ap- 
—— and shall be forever disqualified from 
olding aay office in thie State. In all cases of this 
*kind the Courts should be compelled to give the 
charges in such cases the preference, and should 
hear them with as little delay as possible. Were 
the above restrictions the law of Illinois to-day 
both political parties in this State would be led 
by men and minds which every citizen would be 
justly proud of. Our punishment for this lack 
of wisdom is that we are now led by a lot of po- 
htical pigmies, whose political fruit is the 
Whisky-Ring, Court-House, and Custom-House 
swindles. is, together with our noble and in- 
telligeut Common Council, are some of the luxu- 
ries we would no longer enjoy, if we stop grum- 
bling and go to voting, with the full understand- 
ing that voting is a duty, and a failure to vote is 
acrime, I hope these remarks will be received 
by the public in the same A which they 
are written, for I assure you I have only penned 
them in the hope that they may lead our law-

The opivion is strong 
among the bank officiale and others that the 
burglars had previous accurate knowledge of 
the four parte of the key, or perhaps even 
dupticate keys obtained directly from the factory 
where the lock was made, and that some of the 
recently discharged men from the factory were 
themselves among the burglars. 
was one of Dexter’s double-dial combination, 
with Herring’s patent for disconnecting the 
tumblers from the spindle, was patented by 
Oscer Yale last April, and put on this bank only 
last October for safety. It was accounted fully 
equal to, if not better, than the chronometer- 
lock, but the burglars evidently knew all the

FROZEN TO DEATH. 
Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune, 

Rocxrogp, III., Jan. 29.—Our entire communi- 
ty were shocked to hear this morning thats 
farmer named Patrick Gartland, living 5 miles 
south of Rockford, and his wife, had been found 
frozen to death on the road between here and 
their farm-house. The facts, as gathered by 
your correspondent, Sho was among the first on 
the spot, are as follows: Gartland was dancing 
on the pavement in front of a saloon in South 
Rockford at about 4:40 p. m. Friday afternoon. 
He wae subsequently seen alive, accompanied by 
his wife, at 5 o'clock. They were ins 
lumber-wagon, driving furiously in the direction 
of their home. The woman was found this 
morning about a mile from her residence, frozen 
in the road, with her face completely buried in 
the fliot-like mud. Patrick Gartland was found 
dead near a heg-pen in his own barnyard. The 
finding of the bodies was peculiarly distressing. 
Their son and daughter were lef: in the house 
alone, and. thinking their parents had conetuded 
to stay out all night, retired to bed. This 
morning, on awaking and going out, the son, 
a boy of 41 years of age, found his 
father’s corpse near the hog-pen. He went 
to a neighbor for help, who suggested that he 
should go and obtain further assistance at the 
next neighbor’s, a mile further down the road. 
On his way to tbis place the poor little fellow 
fouod the corpse of his mother in the horrible 
condition above described. What his feelings 
were cap hardiy be imagined. 

There are many different stories afloat as to 
bow the sad affair happened. There can be no 
doubt.that Gartland was intoxicated, and there 
is a strong probability that his wife 
was under the influence of liquor. 
It is evident that Gartland was drunk, fora 
South Rockford man named H. P. Howe, who 
saw him, is willing to swear to that fact. The 
greatest excitement is manifest here, as the 
couple are well known in Rockford.

THE BAPTIST COMMUNION CONTRO- 
VERSY. 


Withdrawal of a Prominent Preacher 
from the Denomination. 

The Rev. Dr. Behrends, pastor of the First 
Baptist Church of Cleveland, O., announced his 
resignation of that position last Sunday, and his 
withdrawal from the Baptist denomination. The 
reasons which induced him to take this course 
are given by him as follows: 

1. I bare found myself growing more and 
more out of sympathy with the prevailing and 
dominant policy of the Commanion question, by 


which dissent is treated as serious disloyalty 
and a fair public hearing is emphatically a 


universally refused, until my self-imposed si- 
lence, in the face of unrestrained assault upon 
my brethren and myself in public gatherings, at 
social feasts, in ministerial conferences, on the 
platform, and through the press, has become 
practicaily unendurabie and almost a wrong at 
the bar of my conscience. 

“Ido not impeach my brethren as ilty of 
conscious and designed intolerance ; I believe 
them to be honest in the advocacy of their prin- 
ciples as necessary toa maintenance of their 
Apostolic orders; but I am equally free to say 
that without calling in question the Baptistic 
claim of immersion as essential to the validity 
of Christian baptism, the policy of restricted 
commanion ap to me not only uncalled for 
and unwise, but positively unscriptaral and 
wrong. I am satisfied that the public advoca- 
cv of such a position would be emphatically ro- 
sevted by the denomination, and I have no de- 
sire to play the part of a disturber of the peace. 
They who cannot agree, or amicably discuss their 
differences, should quietly part. 

‘*2. The more serious reason remains to be 
added. So far as I know, I am more radical in 
my dissent tuau any present open communion 
advocates in the denomination. The exclusive 
attitude of the denommation on the baptismal 
question I am unable any longer to maintain. I 
shail not presume to present the argument, but 
content myself with a summary of the result to 
which a fresh and painstaking review, especially 
of the Scriptures, led me, as all that is per- 
tinent here.

Telegraph Stations in Mid- Oocenn. 

Several foreign naval powers, says the London 
Standard, are directing their attention to the 
practicability of establishing telegraph statious 
in mid-ocean, by Which messages can be sent 
from any part of the sea along the line of the 
cable to the terminal points on shore, aud vice 
versa, so that communication with irun-clads, 
mail-steamers, and other vessels, when out at 
sea, may be established. The invention consists 
of a hollow sectional column, with a base-piate 
attached by ball and socket-joint, which column 
is lowered into the water, and anchored rigidly 
to the ground. The brauch cable is coupled to 
the main cable, and carried along the column to 


the surface of the water, to be there connected 
with instruments oh board the vessels, By this! 


invention it is proposed to control naval and 
strategical movements, while a ship in distress 
could communicate her exact position and the na- 


ture of her disaster, and thas procure assistance.

Seven dollars is generally considered a small 
amount of money im these degenerate days of 
public corruption, but this apparently insignifi- 
cant sum caused quite a breeze in the d 
of Education yesterday afternoon. It happened 
in this wise: President Kearney asked that such 
a bili be audited; that it was for carriage-hire, | 
himself, Mr. Garaver, and Supt. 
Piant, who bad gone out at the invitation of the 
County Commissioners to visit the pauper 
school at Jefferson. Mr. Lewis rather opposed

However, the bill was approved, after a discus- 
sion as to the jurisdiction of the Board of Edu- 
cation over the Jefferson school. The bill was 
declared passed, though only one member was 
beard to vote for it. 

After ita passage Mr. Kearney went out, and 
Mr. Johnson took the chair. 

This was the signal for an explosion. Prof. 
Wentworth stigmatized the building at Jefferson 
as a shame and disgrace to the county, where | 
children in health were confined with those de- 
formed and diseased, in a frame shanty 16 by 24 
feet, from the sides of which boards were miss- 
ing, which was very demoralizing and uohealthy. 
Not alone this, but the school-bouse was with- | 
out ventilation, and a stove in the centre of the 
room made the breathing more difficult aud 
sickening. It was in the rear of fifty privies, 
and used continuously, the doors of which 
were broken down, and where men and 
women went promiscuously in full view of the 
unfortunate children. The gentleman drew in 
his horns at the close, saying that he had no de- 
sire to reflect on the Board of County Commis- 
sioners. * 

Mr. Gardner had a word or two to the same | 
effect to say on the subject, when Supt. Plant 
put in an oar with 8 voluminous document, ia 
which he went on to show that the Board of 
Education had no authority in the matter at all, 
and that its jurisdiction did not extend bevond 
the Normal School at Englewood. He was ¢all- 
ed to order just at a time when he was about to 
elaborate upon the virtues of the Board of Coun- 
y Commissioners. 

In view of this fact, Mr. Lewis proposed to 
rescind action on the $7 bill for carriage hire, | 
and leave it tothe County Board to pay. The 
motion was decided lost by the Chair. Mr. 
Clark then severely criticized the way in which | 
business was done by the Board of Education, 
which was followed by Mr. Gardoer, who re- 
viewed the action of the Board of Coun- 
ty Commissioners’ in scathing terme, 
for the manner in which they had 
conducted the pauper schools. He thought 
rather than to have these unfortunates abused 
in the way they had been, it were betterto turn 
them loose again upon the community, which 
would be more humane to them. He said he 
had tried to offer excuses for the County Board; 
—that they allowed the evil to exist on account 
of ecouomy,—but he would witgiraw that, and 
say that it was a burning disgrace to Cock 
County, and the soonera remedy was offered’ 
and carried into effect, the better it would be for 
the public.
